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The  Glass  Menagerie  by  Tennessee  Williams  explores 
the  tragic  breakdown  of  the  American  family,  and 
thus,  symbolically,  the  whole  society.  The  father  can 
no  longer  enjoy  being  an  autocrat  since  woman’s 
suffrage,  civil  rights  and  perhaps  now  the  de- 
romanticizing  of  war  has  suggested  to  him  that  man¬ 
hood  and  dominance  are  not  identical.  He  must  seek 
out  a  new  image  of  himself.  Preoccupied  with  his 
sense  of  inadequacy,  he  is  unable  to  offer  any  con¬ 
structive  aid  to  the  family.  Tom’s  father  having  long 
since  deserted  the  family,  Tom  Wingfield  and  Jim 
O’Connor  have  taken  up  this  search  for  the  feeling 
of  being  a  real  man  and  are  unable  to  be  responsible 
to  those  with  whom  they  become  involved.  The 
mother  must  then  take  over  the  role  of  father  in 
addition  to  her  own.  This  is  Amanda  Wingfield.  She 
is  bitter  and  harshly  forces  her  children  to  fulfill  in 
their  lives  what  she  would  like  in  hers — not  for  their 
sake  but  her  own  substitutional  satisfaction.  She  fails ! 

Her  son  Tom  is  only  repelled  by  her  male-like  dominance,  and  her  daughter  Laura  is  driven  to  fear  all  social 
relationships.  Thus,  the  woman  also  cannot  be  responsible  to  others  either.  Sadly  all  this  would  not  have 
to  be;  no  evil  fate  has  decreed  it.  Man  himself  refuses  to  change.  He  prefers  power  to  love,  selfishness  and 
war  to  family.
